REVENUE. 
AN ACT to provide for Ameming and Collecting the 
Revenue, 

1. Beit enacted by the House of Represen- 
latives of Oregon Territory, That for the pur- 
pow of raising a revenue to defray tho ex- 
penses of the zovornment, hero shall be lo- 
vied and collected un advalorum tax of onó- 
fourth of one per centum for territorial pur- 
poses; and. such rate, not to exceed the terri- 
torial levy, as the county courts of the ro- 
spective conntios shull decreo for county pur. 
poses, upon the following property, to-wit: 
Town lots and improvements, (hinis ex. 

ccpted,) carriages, mills, clocks and watchs, 
horses and mules, cattle, sheop und hogs; 
upon eyery qualified voter under sixty yoars 
of age, a poll tax of fifty gents; upon cach 
Morchant’s license, where tho capital em- 
ployed is under ten thousand dollars, twenty 
dollars; where tho capital omployed is over 
ton thousand dollars, thirty dollars; whero 
the capital employed is over fifteen thousand 
dollars, forty-five dollars; whore the capital 
e is over twenty thousand dollars, 
histy dollnrss,upon cach auctioncer’s license, 
ten dollars; upon each pedlar’s license, ten 
dollars; upon each forry licondo, not less: 
than five, nor moro than twenty-five dollars, 
ut tho discretion of the county court. 

§2. ‘The following tax shall be levied as 
other costs in county courts, and paid into 
the county treasury: Tor hearing and “deci. 
ding upat each petition of a public nature, 
to be paid by the petitioners, one dollar; for 
henring and determming cach mation of 
counsel, one dollar; for each final judguient, 
three dollars; for allowing an appeal, one 
dolim; and the fees allowed masters in ohin- 
cory, Where like services are porformed by 
the court. 2 

§3. Immediately after the first day of 
January nest, 1846, the collector of rove. 
nue, in cach county, shall proceed to com- 
plete the assessment and collection for the 
year 1845, anil pay to the territorial trea- 
surer all monies in his fiands, on the lust 
Satundays inecachand oyervinonth; and make 
n final settlement with sid treasater on or

censes in tho family, and exert a delightful 
moral influence. The-children who havo 
grown up and disported beneath their spread. 
ing boughs, become fondly attached to thom, 
and strongly disposed to protect and preserve 
them.

§ 15. The post offices are so situated that 
they will have to make up but one mail for 
all letters and papers addressed to other offi- 
ces. Separate each parcel of letters into 
such as are paid, unpaid and free, Separate 
each of these again into such as single, dou- 
ble, triple, quadruple, &e.; enter their num- 
ber and amounts in that order, under the 
proper heads in the post bill to he sent with 
them, haying written the proper address at 
the top of the bill, date and sign it. Having 
completed the post bill, enter its contents in 
the account of mails sent, stating the name 
of the office to which the mail is sent, 

§ 16. You will always bo in readiness, in 
person, or by your assistant, to receive the 
mail when it arrives, and despatch it with 
all possible expedition. — 

$ 17. When you open the mail, be careful 
to leave no packets of letters or newspapers, 
addressed to your office, in it. Never de- 
liver the mail portmanteau to the carrier 
without being certain that it is locked. 

§ 18. Upon the arrival of the mail, open 
every packet addressed to your office, (none 
others are to be opened.) You will com. 
pare the rates charged on the letters with 
that entered in the post bill. You will cor- 
rect the rates oh letters over or under char- 
ged when you sce mistahes noting the 
amount corrected on the post bill; if there 
should be any letters not within your deliv- 
ry, and are missent to your office, you will 
write upon the letters, “missent and forward- 
wd.” They should be forwarded by the first 
mall. You will enter the contents of the 
mail received at your office in the account of 
mails received, stating the name of the office 
from which cagh bill comes, with the amount 
af postage in the proper column. 

§ 19. Atthe end of every quarter, which 
18 on the last day of March, June, Septem- 
ber and December, you will make up your 
accounts and forward transcripts to the de- 
partment, This is a duty which must be 
hunctually performed, and should-always be 
forwarded by the first after the quarter 
expires. The quarterly return is composed

It is not an 
oath of allegiance to the provisional govern- 
ment of Oregon, and it leaves the person who 
takes the cath, to exercise his own judgment 
with regard to his duties, as a citizen of the 
United States or a subject of Great Britain, 
consequently it is indefimte. 

“Hence” it is that we are informed that the 
officers, in administering the oath, have becn 
in the habit of only administering that part 
of the cath that applied to the citizen or sub- 
ject, as the case might be. 

The third article is the Land Law, defin- 
ing the manner of making and recording land 
claims; it also points out the manner that 
amendments shall be made to the Organic 
Law. «Amendments to that law are propo: 
sed, and will be submitted to the people at 
the June election; we will therefore leave 
the merits or demerits of said proposed 
amendments for the candidates for the legis. 
lature to discuss. 


ANDREW JACKSON. 
Mr. Waldo informs us that he received a 
letter from his brother, dated August 12, 
1845, which contained the intelligence that

the Unyted States, Axprew Jacxsox, died 
at his residence, the Hermitage, in June last. 
Andrew Jackson was born at Warsaw, S. 
Carolina, March 15, A. D. 1767. His father, 
mother, and two brothers, came from Irel 

in 1765. His brothers were killed in the 
battles of the revolution for the independence 
of the United States. At 15 yearsof age he 
had no relative living in America; in 1788, 
he went to Nashville with Judge McNair 
and commenccd the practice of law.

“History will trans- 
mit to generations yet unborn truths, and 
speak of his merit.“ He defended and pre- 
served the great emporium of the whole wes- 
tern country against tho veteran troops of 
the enemy, by whom it would have been 
sacked, and their dwellings inycloped in 
flames over the heads of their beloved fami- 
lies. He gave peace to the dt ſenceless por- 
tion of the sou’h and west, and chaetised the 
ferocious savage foe, and the perfidious in. 
cendiaries and felons by whom they were

THE LIQUOR LAW. 
Much interest appears 10 be manifested in 
the community .upon the subject of the law 
that passed the legislature at the last Decem- 


of the Spectator, to “prevent the introduc- 
tion, sale, and distillation of ardent spirits in 
Oregon.“ We are well satisfied that if ar- 
dent spirits could be prohibited from being 
either introduced or manufactured in Oregon, 
it would add much to the peace and happi- 
ness of the people, as well as the prosperity 
of the country. The first grand object of 
all governments should be to establish for 
themselves the fundamental principles of 
government, defining tho grant of powers 
extended to each department—in short, com- 
manding that to be done which ought to be 
done, and prohibiting that which ought not 
to be done, by either of the departments of 
the government. © Notwithstanding we view 
the government of Oregon as only tempor- 
ary, brought about for the protection and re. 
gulation of its citizens, until zueh time as 
the United States shall.extend her jurisdic. 
tion and protection; yet there is as much ne- 
cossity, and the laws should be just as bind. 
ing, and enforced with as much energy, as if 
Oregon had assumed a stand among tho na- 
tions of the earth as an independent nation. 

It is contended by many, and it may be s6, 
that the law on ardent spirits is unconstitu- 
tional ; but the only legal way to ascertain 
that fact is, to refor the matter to the xu- 
preme judge. Would it not be more expe- 
dient to make an effort to enforce the law, 
and let the issue be decided by the proper 
authority? Great excitement on any sub. 
ject is injurious. 


ET The “act to establish courts and pre- 
scribe their powers and duties, as revised 
by the reviser of laws, is in part published in 
this number of the Spectator. We have not 
examined the law throughout, but are satis. 
fied, from reading the first section, that the 
revision is incorrect. If “the supreme, orim- 
inal, and county courts, shall be courts of 
record” only, then the estates of deceased 
persons are to be settled by courts not of re- 
cord. We are well satisfied that probate 
courts should be. courts of record. They 
were in Iowa, and should be in every gor- 
ernment where people dle.

Mr. Editor—As ono of the great sources 
of wealth to Oregon is to be derived through 
its never-failing pastoral resources, | huve 
thought much good might be done in its de- 
sclomnent, through the instrumentality 
the secretary of war, in thy extinguishment 
of the possensury Vight of the various tribes 
of Indians how vceupy ing the valloy of the 
Willamette and other portions of Oregon. 
"Through the favorable influence of that ofii- 
eer, our valleys may teem with horned cat- 
tle and sheep, and our goveimnent muy ef- 
fret, in this country, an object which it has 
ever desired, but which it has invariably fail. 
ed to accomplish on the éastern shores of this 
continent—I mean the civilization of the In. 
dian tribes, / Hero there is an opportunity to 
commence on the old primitive patriarchal 
aystem, by making shepherds or herdsmen of 
ther by introducing into this country in pay- 
ment for their lands that much sought-for, but 
heretofore, invaluable species of property. 
We may form some idea of the mann that 
exists among the Indians for this species of 
property, by the avidity that horned cattle 
are sought.y On the arrival at tha Blue 
mountains, and from that to this valley, the 
emigrant ís besought by almost every In- 
dian ho meets for an exchange of horses for 
cows, and so great is the desire manifested 


. that, in some instances, two horses aro given 


for the exhuusted and famished cow of the 
emigrant, which has just been driven across 
the continent, and which, in the states, could 
not, in that condition, be sold for five dollars. 
We are informed that Ellis, the Nezperce 
Chief, with a few of his braves, while on a 
visit to this valley last summer, purchased 
in exchahge for horses, over one hundred 
head of cows. This speaks well for the 
civilization of these Indians, while it con- 
firms the opinion heretofore expressed that, 
in no part of the territory of the U. States 
is thero a better opportunity offered to test 
the experiment of ultimately civilizing the 
savages. The great difficulty in making 
shepherds or a pastoral people of the In- 
dians on the borders of the states, is, the ah- 
sence of winter feed. Thoy have, in many 
instances, been furnished by the government 
with live stock, but the maintenance of these, 
the succeeding winter, required manual la- 
Dor through tho provizus wumraex to by pore 
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formed by one unpecustomed w work. This 
change being too rapiil, the attempt to be- 
conio civilized is abandoned by the savage. 


Ho slaugbters his stock, furnished through | ed 


philanthropic motives by the government, 
and again returns to the chase. 

The practicability of introducing cattle 
and sheep from tho Stator, by the way of the 
Bonth Pass in the Rocky mountains, lu no 
longer an experiment. Horned cattle are 
driven here annually by thousands, while 
the attempt mado at dr ving, sheep by our 
fellow-citizen, Mr. Shaw, of Polk county, in 
1844, has proven that this species of stock 
alone, may be driven from the states with 

roper care, nnd sustain less losses than that 
of beef enttlo; und 1 understand that some 
rsons who return to the states this spring, 
ntend to give their particular attention to 
this species of stock. 

I shall continue this subject at a future 
period, and endeavor to show the many ad- 
vantages the nalives would derive from the 
introduction of stock through this medium, 
us well as that of the government of the U. 
States and its citizens occupying the valleys 
on the shores of the Pacific.

Mr. Editor-— “Fairly convinced of tho truth 
of that great doctring, that tho fall of u spar. 
row is not unnoticed in the large seale of di. 
vine government, Wo aro parſbotly justified 
in the conclusion that the great ovonts of na. 
tions are for the wisdom of their posterity, 
and that the highest ofico of human ox peri- 
cuco is to guide human conduct, und the 
guidance of nations is the providentlal pur. 
purpose of history.“ Can wo then, by po- 
rusing the annals of history, in which are 
recorded tho great events of nations for our 
providential instruction, find sufficient evi 
dence to lead us to the conclusion that Ore- 
gon ought to declaro her independence? Ths 
subject is one of great moment to this peo. 
ple, and ono which seems to be engaging 
considerable attention; and hore wo should 
not overlook a very great error which is gen- 
erally relied on, and promulgated among us as 
a vory great reason why Oregon should take 
that important stop, and attompt to assume 
a name among tho nations of tho earth, is, 
that the United States will not lay out and 
expend her revenue in fortifying our sen. 
board, and in improving our rivers, and ex- 
tend to us her protection, without, in soma 
way, raising an equivalent by levying taxes, 
placing restrictions upon our imports, and 
imitations upon our trade and commerce, 
which will meet the expenditures of the ter- 
ritory upon the resources of the home gov- 
emmont. Now, this is an entire mistate— 
an error which has crept into this county for 
the want of a better knowledge of her insti- 
tutions, and a more familiar acquaintance 
with the principles of that government. 

Tho United States has a national pride in 
these matters, and docs not stoop to become 
a government of mere dollars and cents, but 
steps up upon the great platform of the prin. 
ciples of human rights, and takes a broad 
view of the universe, teaching the groat doc- 
trines of self-government, and capacity of man 
to maintain it. The United States has al. 
ways oxtended a fostering care over her pio- 
neers, entirely defraymg tho expense of the 
territorial government, merely dictating the 
form, allowing the territory a legislature, 
chosen from among their own inhabitants, to 
enact Jaws and establish such wholesome re- 
gulations as they, in their wisdom, might 
deem expedient, taking care that the laws 
aro judiciously and faithfully administered, 
alwaya providing adequate tribunals to re- 
dress the grievances and sustain tho rights 
of the citizens, dealing out equity and jus. 
tice tothe people, This must forover be one 
of the great ends of every wise and good 
government, especially in a frog government

ty to our territorial acts, and confidence to 
the people, and co-operate with her pioneers 
in extending the great republic, and in plant- 
ing the American eagle upon tho shores of 
the Pacific. 

Is Oregon in a condition to ensure her so- 
curity against foreign influonce, domestic 
disgensions and various difficulties attendant 
to weak and oſſeminate governments? These, 
however, are not the only evils. 

In small communities, domestic factions 
may well bo expected to arise. The dan- 
gers to'n republican governmont, from that 
source, havo been dwelt upon by the advo. 
cates of arbitrary governments with much 
exultation, and it must be confessed that the 
history of free governments has furnished 
but too many examples to apoligise | for, 
though not to justify their arguments, urged 
not only against tho forms of republican gov: 
ernments, but against the principles of Civil 
liborty. They havo pointed out tho briof du- 
ration of republics, the fuctions by which 
thoy hayo been rent, and the miseries which 
they have suffered from! distracted councils 
und corruption, in a manner calculated to 
increase the solicitude of every well-wisher 
to Oregon, should she deign to raiso a pa- 
tional ensign, and attempt to bafiit the storms 
of an independent government. We know 
but too well that factions have been the spe- 
cial growth of republics. To be sure, if a 
faction bo a minority, the majority may ap-
